Software is about how the user thinks and feels, the seeming of the 
interactive world. Virtuality 1s this seeming-- what we see, feel and think about.* 
Reality is the realm of engineers, virtuality is the realm of art and explanation. 


The framework of virtuality is CONCEPTUAL STRUCTURE: the world 
the user thinks 1s there, the constructs that have been made up. We must and can 
build better constructs-- especially with the new system of tools presented in this 
seminar. 


The heart of virtuality is FEEL-- the quality of a thing that we sense; the 
response, atmosphere, look and handling. This 1s the work of the movie director-- 
specifying, reworking and melding effects to get the right feel, the right 
atmosphere. 


Conceptual structure and feel, the two aspects of virtuality, have become 
muddled into two great religious issues of computerdom: data structure and 
interface. But properly understood in their vast range of option, they merge to give 
us a stereoscopic view of what software 1s about, and how best to design tt.
